In making their selections from the 
scores and scores of excellent entries 
the judges worked independently of one 
another. Each picked what he consid- 
ered the six best essays, numbering them 
in order of preference.

Alextness and operational knowledge, the essential characteristics of a truly 
safe railroad employe, cannot be acquired unless one possesses a real, personal 
interest in the fascinating business of railroading far beyond the bare accomplish- 
ment of required tasks. Duties performed without an understanding of their place 
and purpose in the entire operational scheme can never be anything but tedious 
chores blindly executed by a dull workman. A dull workman cannot work safely 
anywhere but he is especially unsafe around a railroad, endangering his own and 
other lives, 


For this reason I believe I can best help my husband work safely by 
sharing with him a personal interest not only in his daily work but in the 
whole intriguing business of railroading. 


It is difficult for a man whose wife shows no interest in his work and does not 
care to talk with him about it to keep up his own vital interest in the purpose and 
importance of his job. 


Because of this I believe a sincerely-demonstrated interest in my husband’s 
work contributes just as substantially toward helping him work safely as the 
proper wifely functions of keeping him well-fed, well-clothed and well-rested 
on the job.

I discuss problems with the girls, chart household duties, wrestle with the 
budget and do the minor paper work without bothering my husband. Things that 
I helieve should -be brought to his attention are kept until he has had a good 
night’s sleep, and early enough in the day to afford ample time for discussions 
before his working hours. ‘Differences of opinion are immediately settled in favor 
of the family unit as a whole rather than for individual satisfaction.

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Death of Director Harvey Mudd 
Ends Career of Public Service 


HARVEY 5, MUDD 


ARVEY S. MUDD, a Southern Pa- 

cifie director since 1940, passed 
away suddenly April 12 at his home in 
Beverly Hills. 

While Director Mudd’s primary busi- 
ness interests were in mining, his activi- 
ties extended far beyond that field. He 
and members of his family have made 
substantial contributions to educational, 
cultural and philanthropic institutions, 
largely in Southern California. 

Many Southern Pacific people were 
numbered among his friends. He was a 
familiar figure at the Los Angeles Di- 
vision annual picnic. 

Born in Leadville, Colorado, August 
80, 1888, he entered Stanford University 
in 1906, later transferring to Columbia, 
where he graduated as a mining engi- 
neer in 1912. He entered the mining 
field at Bisbee, Arizona. He was chair- 
man of the Board, Cyprus Mines Corp.; 
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director, Texas Gulf Sulphur Co., 
Mesabi Iren Co., Founders’ Insurance 
Co., Marcona Mining Co.; veting trus- 
tee, Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Co.; 
trustee, California Institute of Tech- 
nology; chairman, Greater Los Angeles 
Plans; vice chairman, Board of Fellows, 
Claremont College; past president and 
member, American Institue of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers; and mem- 
ber, Advisory Board of Henry E. Hunt- 
ington Library and Art Gallery. 

The Los Angeles Times, in an edi- 
torial following his death, observed that 
“his life was lived on the basis of per- 
forming good works for the greatest 
number and the greatest number repre- 
sented the whole community.” 


Kalbaugh Named Gen’‘l 
Manager, SP Pipe Lines 
PPOINTMENT of Frank E. Kal- 
baugh as general manager of the 

recently formed Southern Pacific Pipe 
Lines, Inc., was announced in April. The 
pipe lines of the new company will be 
constructed from LA and EI Paso re- 
fiery areas io Tucson and Phoenix.

In Ogden Are Community Leaders 


OCATED on the western edge of the 
Wasatch Range of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, at an altitude of 4,300 feet and 
boasting a population of 65,000, Ogden, 
Utah, headquarters of the Salt Lake Di- 
vision, is unique among modern cities 
in that its people are “small-town” in 
their interests. They seck their pleasures 
and find contentment at home, in civic 
organizations and in the church. 

Essentially, Ogden is now and always 
has been a railread city and it would 
be dificult to visualize this community 
without the railroads (Ogden has one 
of the largest switching terminals in the 
west). 

There are 1400 SPers working in this 
neighborhood, and like nearly everyone 
else in the area, they are absorbed in 
their families, their work and the city. 
And, in all communities reached by 
our rails, our folks are active in civic 
affairs. The mayor of Ogden, for ex- 
ample, is Raymond Wright, SP office 
engineer. A neat-appearing ‘man wear- 


ing rimless glasses, Wright looks like a 
mayor. Moving with quiet authority 
through the corridors of City Hall he 
is dignified, as befitting a mayor, and 
friendly, as befitting an SP man, Wright 
has held this office since 1953 and is 
aware of all the problems that confront 
a city the size of Ogden. “Oh, we're not 
growing by leaps and bounds,” he says. 
“Our growth is slow, but very steady.” 

Head man of the Division, square- 
jawed V. E. Anderson, superintendent, 
encourages community participation and 
indeed is as popular with the towns- 
people as he is with the 3900 SP folks 
working along the 921 miles ef Salt Lake 
Division tracks. The main lines of the 
Division reach west from Ogden across 
the Great Salt Lake to Reno, joining 
there with the Sacramento Division; and 
north from Fernley, Nevada, to Alturas, 
California, where junction is made with 
the Shasta Division. 


Anderson is married and is the father 
of a young son and daughter. Next to his 
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family, he loves the Division best. Pos- 
ssed of a tremendous vitality, Ander- 
son seems rarely to sleep, and is ready 
to talk shop all hours of the day and 
night. Everywhere he goes people smile 
when they sec him. His easy air of au- 
thority and personal magnetism help him 
to make friends quickly. Visitors coming 
to Anderson’s office (and there are many, 
both SPers and townspeople) relax in 
comfortable chairs where they can gaze 
eut the window at towering (almost 
10,000 ft. high) Mt. Ogden. 


Real Railroader 

A typical Ogden citizen is D. W. 
“Doe” Tanner, assistant superintendent, 
Active in church work, he has a family 
whose size may be a record for SP of- 
ficers: 10 children and 11 grandchildren. 
Doc has been on the Sait Lake Division 
since 1920 when le began his railroad- 
ing eareer as a student brakeman, Youth- 
ful-appearing Tanner thinks of the Di- 
vision as a unit, saying, “We don’t regard 
ourselves here as belonging to different 
departments. We work together as a 
whole . . . we're the SP Company!”

Through service on the Salt Lake Di- 
vision between Sparks and Ogden is 
now completely dieselized. “Our road 
diesels average more than 10,000 miles 
per unit per month,” Anderson says 
proudly. One hundred road freight 
diesels, eight road switchers and nine 
yard switchers are all serviced at the mod- 
crn Ogden shops, under the direction of 
Robert Smith, master mechanic, who 
started with SP 28 years ago as a ma- 
chinist-apprentice in El Paso. There are 
394 men working in diesel maintenance, 
and 101 in the Car Department (rip 
track and running repairs). Incidentally, 
statistics concerning repairs at the Og- 
den shops are rather awesome. The aver- 
age number of freight cars receiving 
heavy repairs per month is 76; light

The subject of safety is important to 
the shop men. ‘They think and talk a lot 
about it. Each month, on their own in- 
itiative, they have a mecting in an up- 
stairs room and discuss the various as- 
pects of keeping safe on the job. A 
“safety supervisor” is elected monthly 
from the Mechanical Department and the

Car Department and it is the duty of 
these two men to plan and execute the 
safety program. 

Last month, for example, a typical 
safety mecting, attended by approxi- 
mately 300 shop men, consisted of an 
address hy General Foreman John Mum- 
ford (who has been in the Ogden shops 
51 years) on the subject, “Horseplay in 
the Shops—and its Hazards,” brief off- 
the-cuff talks by Robert Smith and “Doc” 
Tanner, a showing of the movie, “River 
Qn The Rampage” and safety discus- 
sions. When it was announced that Ma- 
chinist James Stone was retiring after 
more than 50 years’ continuous service 
at the shop, Jim arose, and standing 
among his old friends, removed his cap 
and made what was probably one of 
the few public utterances of his life. In 
a voice tight with emotion, Stone said 
simply, “Mr. Chairman. I want to thank 
all my. friends for the help they have 
given me through the years.” (A picture 
of the meeting is on pages 26-27.)

The beds in Nan’s hos- 
pital are rarely used; the men of Ogden 
take their safety-mindedness

these) ; safety practice is as much a part 
of their everyday lives as the tools they 
work with.

The Ogden Stores Department has a 
record difficult to equal. In the last 14 
years they have had but one reportable 
accident, going len years (1942-1952) 
with an unblemished record. 


In 1888 the Ogden Union Railway and 
Depot Company was formed for the pur- 
pose of operating switching and terminal 
facilities at Ogden. Jointly controlled by 
SP and UP, the terminal facilities con- 
sist of approximately 500 acres of prop- 
erty on which are located approximately 
125 miles of switching tracks, with over 
560 turn outs; a modern passenger sta- 
tion, a freight station building and plat- 
forms, together with over 100 other yard 
buildings and structures. 


Last year from Ogden there were 3,000 
carloads of grain products, 500 carloads 
of livestock and 500 carloads of military 
supplies shipped out, and there’ is con- 
siderable other traffic originated along 
the Division’s main route and branch 
lines. A tremendous velume of through 
trafic is handled from California and 
Oregon points along the Division lines 
to the Eastern markets, and from the 
east to the west coast. 

In Ogden these days the fragrant May

i RAILROAD yard where radar and 
E an “electronic brain” have practi- 
I cally replaced push buttons in switching 
4 freight cars swiftly and safely, is being 
constructed by SP at Houston. 

This automatic system is eflective even 
though foggy weather may cut visibility 
in the classification yard almost to zero. 


As each car is nudged over a small 
artificial hill called the “hump,” a tower- 
| man “orders” it to its scheduled position 
i in the yard through an automatic switch- 
ing system. 

When it starts to roll down the 
“hump,” the car is automatically 
weighed and is clocked for speed by 
radar as it enters an electric retarder (a 
series of rail brakes} set in the track. 
An electric computer instantly notes the 
car’s weight, speed, rollability, distance 
to roll_and other factors including even 
wind resistance. Then, like a mechani-

cal “brain,” the computer “tells” the 
retarder at what speed the car can be 
released so it will roll to its destination 
in the yard and there couple smoothly 
and safely into a new train. 

The new $7 million, four-mile-long 
yard is now approximately two-thirds 
completed, and is scheduled for dedica- 
tion this fall. Its addition te Southern 
Pacific’s many new operating facilities 
will help expedite the handling of freight 
traffic over the railroad’s entire system.

Test Cushion Coupling 
Device Developed by SP 


REVOLUTIONARY new freight car 
cushioning device to increase the 
safeguards that surround railroad ship- 
ments, developed by Southern Pacific 
in cooperation with Stanford Research 
Tastitute, has been undergoing tests. 
Although the new device, on which 
the Company is seeking patents, shows 
considerable promise, research and de- 
velopment will continue in search of 
possible refinements in design that will 
make it more suitable for volume pro- 
duction. 
Essentially the device. consists of a 
friction brake actuated by hydraulic 
mechanism built into a modified freight

car underframe to cushion the shock 
when cars are coupled together. The 
couplers are attached to a car-length 
sill “floating” inside the fixed car under- 
frame. The movements of this sill are 
slowed by the braking action of the 
hydrafriction unit, this braking action 
automatically being in direct proportion 
to the force of the impact on either 
coupler. The adjustment between impact 
and cushioning reaction is said te be 
instantaneous. 


The new device was first built and 
tested as a pilot model, then improved 
and built full size into a freight car con- 
structed at our Sacramento shops. This 
prototype car is now in test service. 
Careful check of its performance is be- 
ing kept by the Department of Research 
and Mechanical Standards, and by 
Freight Protection, Merchandise and 
Station Service, under a wide variety 
of operating conditions. 


Because the new device makes use of 
1a special design underframe, it cannot 
be applied to old cars. Bat if it proves 
successful it will be built into more of 
the new ears continually under-construc- 
tion at Sacramento Shops.

Catherine, he carries his lunch—and 
calls it a good one when there's some 
of that cake. This is her recipe: 


LUNCHBOX PRUNE CAKE 
@ Sift: 2 cups flour, 1 cup sugar, 2 
tablespoons cocoa, 1% teaspoon salt, 
¥ teaspoon cloves, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
© Next: Beat 2 eggs. Add 1 cup 
chopped cooked pranes, 1 cup oil, 1 tea- 
spoon soda dissolved in 6 tablespoons 
prune juice. 
© Now: Stir dry ingredients into that. 
Add 1 to 2 cups chopped nuts (we used 
walnuts and blanched almonds}. Bake 
in a greased 8” x8" or 9” x9” square 
pan about 50 minutes at 350°. 

(Note: In testing this, we used %4 
cup otf instead of i cup and it turned 
out fine!)
